ABSENT HEALTH HEAD IS PLEASED 


State Highway Commissioner Sad­ 
ler has kept his promise; work on the 
paving of the streets of Gettysburg 
will be commenced this year. 
While 
no one doubted the word of the High­ 
way Commissioner many thought the 
task he had mapped out for the De­ 
partment was too great and that Get­ 
tysburg’s street improvement would 
have to wait until next year. 
This 
is not the fuse, however, for bids for 
the paving of the town streets will 
be opened in Harrisburg on Tuesday, 
September 2 . 
According to the specifications is­

Department 
sealed proposals are asked for 7,857 
linear feet of either bituminous sur­ 
face course on u concrete foundation
